Francis Bowyer M iller (1828-1887) assayer. He was born 18 December 1828 in Edgbaston, Warwickshire, England and educated at King Edward's Grammar 
School, Birmingham and King's College, London. H eworked with a mining company in Cornwall in 1850 before becoming an assistant to his brother William, 
professor of Chemistry at King's College, London and non-resident assayer to the Royal M int and the Bank of England. 


In November 1853 Francis M iller and W.S.] evons were appointed to thenewly established Sydney branch of the Royal M int on William M iller's recommendation. 
Ona retainer of one hundred pounds per annum, they were to establish their own assay offices and to undertake work for private banks and individuals as 
well as for the mint. By the time the mint opened in M ay 1855, M iller and J evons had become full time public servants without the need for private work. In 
M arch 1854 M iller and his wife sailed for Sydney whereM iller set up an officein Bligh Street. He became a member of the Philosophical (later Royal) Society 
of N ew South Wales in N ovember 1859. In July 1860 M iller read a paper for the Society on the detection of spurious gold in particular with a species of fake 
gold 'nuggets' that had deceived many Sydney storekeepers. H is scientific achievement was his development of a process of refining and toughening gold by 
means of chlorine gas. H e patented this process in London in June 1867 and registered it as an invention before the N ew South Wales Legislative Assembly 
in November. A year later his paper describing the process was read before the Chemical Society, London and in November 1869 before the Royal Society 
of N ew South Wales. By this time his method had been successfully put into operation at the Sydney M int and by the Bank of N ew Zealand in Auckland. In 
1870 M iller was transferred to the new branch of the Royal M int in M elbourne and was paid two thousand pounds for the sole Victorian rights to the gold 
refining process. M iller's method was introduced into mints in England, the USA and Norway. H e was superintendent of the bullion office at the M elbourne 
M int from 1877 and in 1884 briefly acted as deputy master. H e died at his home in Kew on 17 September 1887.

Francis Bresnan, an engine driver, was born 14 July 1893 at Dunbulbalane (on 
theNineM ileCreek about 200km north-northeast of M elbourne), Victoria. 
H e was appointed as a Foot Constable to the Victorian Police Force on 17 
December 1914 and discharged as a Constable on 1 November 1923 after 
'R efusing Duty' during the police strike, along with many other constables, 
as recorded in Victoria Police Gazette 13 December 1923. Up until this time 
his conduct was recorded as good. As well as being awarded theGold Valour 
Badge he was also highly commended on 18 M arch 1918 for stopping at 
great personal risk a bolting horsein Elizabeth Street, M elbourneon 4 M arch 
1918. The horse had freed itself from a van to which it had been attached 
and bolted out of Little Bourke Street and collided with another vehicle.

Frank M cKeahnie was the son of a prominent, pioneering pastoralist from 
‘Aberfoyle’ at Yarra near Goulburn, NSW. After leaving school he was 
apprenticed to the engineering trade at Goulburn. On 1 June 1906 his wife 
Ivy, aged 25, died of typhoid. In that same year he purchased Sydney M achine 
Co based at Botany Road, Waterloo, not far from M ascot Aerodrome, as it 
was called at that time. Frank was a qualified pilot with the N SW Section 
of the Australian Aero Club and it was reported in 1930 that his father, 
George, had a nice surprise when Frank, flying on his way to Canberra, 
landed in a paddock at Yarra to visit him. Frank knew the surrounding area 
well as he grew up and camped on the Canberra Plains on many occasions 
when droving cattle, little knowing that one day the Federal capital would 
be built on that site. 


On another occasion in June 1931, while flying over Yarra, Frank dropped 
a letter by parachute to a local resident to advise him that his father, George 
M cK eahnie, was undergoing medical treatment in Sydney. Scrawled across 
the envelope were the words, 'Gee, it's cold up here--a cup of coffee would go 
good.' This was the first letter delivered to Yarra by medium of an aeroplane 
and the local resident stated that he was going to preserve the envelope, letter 
and silk parachute as a souvenir. 


In] anuary 1932 Frank M cK eahnie was elected as amember of the committee 
of the Australian Aero Club (N SW). In the same year he presented an Essex 
truck, used for towing aeroplanes about the 'drome, to theAero Club (N SW). 
H e also was president of the air tourney committee for the Lady of the Air 
Tourney held at H argrave Park and in that capacity he presented the trophy 
to the winner, M iss Valmal J enkins. H argrave Park at Liverpool, NSW was 
an area of about 70 acres acquired by the Royal Aero Club and they created 
an airfield there which opened in 1930. It was closed in about 1945. 


In November 1934 Frank M cKeahnie once again was the Aero Club's 
representative when three aircraft, three pilots and an instructor were sent 
from Sydney to Bombala to assist in celebrations to greet the King's son, 
HRH Prince Henry, when he visited the area. In 1935 he was elected Vice- 
Chairman of the Aero Club. 


Vendor advises that Frank M cKeahnie piloted one of the planes that flew 
over the Sydney H arbour Bridge on its official opening day but this has not 
been confirmed.

When J ahangir died on 28 Safar, A.H . 1037 in Kashmir, his powerful courtier 
Asaf Khan feared the Q ueen N ur Jahan would placeon throne her favourite 
son Shahryar as the new king. He enthroned Bulaki, the son of J ahangir's 
second son Khusrau, as 'Dawar Bakhsh'. The Khutba was read in Dawar 
Bakhsh's name at Bhimbar. H is position was bolstered by his brothers and 
cousins joining him. Asaf Khan first defeated Shahryar's army on the outskirts 
of Lahore and then having secured Shah Jahan's agreement, proclaimed 
him as the emperor on 2 J umada-! 1037. The puppet Dawar Bakhsh was 
killed along with his brothers and cousins who had sided with him by Shah 
Jahan's orders on 26 J umada-! 1037, thus bringing his short reign to an end.

Bahadur's death early in 1712 prompted another round of fratricidal warfare, 
this time among his four sons. Azim ush-Shan, thesecond son, was probably 
the best positioned, controlling the wealth of Bengal and Bihar. H owever, 
after a reign of less than two months he was defeated by J ahandar, his older 
brother, and fell into a quicksand pit while fleeing. J ahandar himself was in 
turn defeated by Azim-ush-Shan's son Farruksiyar in January, 1713. Azim- 
ush-Shan's only coinage was this silver rupee from J ahangirnagar.

John 'Jack' Leonard Farrington was born on 14 June 1906 in Sydney, Australia, to English parents. He grew up in Fiji, where his father who was a doctor 
died in 1915. The following year his mother moved the family to Canada, where she was appointed M atron at the Provincial H ome for Incurables at M arpole 
in Vancouver. J ack was educated at public and high schools in Vancouver, British Columbia and then at the University of British Columbia graduating as a 
Bachelor of Applied Sciencein M ay 1928, with 1st class honours in mining engineering. In his third year at university he was awarded its Dunamuir Scholarship 
for highest standing in mining engineering. 


After graduation, his profession was that of a field and mining geologist, in sub-Saharan Africa. From June 1928 to M ay 1931 he was a field geologist with 
Loangwa Concessions in Northern Rhodesia (present-day Zambia). From M ay 1931 to July 1936 he was in Southern Rhodesia (present-day Zimbabwe), 
working for the Gold Fields Rhodesian Development Company, for valuation and development of prospects, and as the only geologist at the Wanderer M ine. 
H elooked at the K akemega goldfield in K enya, then enjoying a gold rush, but did not stay. From J uly 1936 to N ovember 1937 he became an assistant geologist 
at the head office of N ew Consolidated Goldfields, at Johannesburg, South Africa. M oving to the Gold Coast (present day Ghana), from November 1937 he 
became chief geologist with the Ashanti Goldfields Corporation and was the first resident geologist at the rich Ashanti gold mine. 


When he volunteered for military service in 1939 his application claimed experience in (1) interpretation of air surveys, (2) mine development, (3) diamond 
drilling, (4) organization of field parties and prospecting units, and (5) handling of labour; also ‘special knowledge’ of aerial surveying (based on the planning 
and interpretation of four such surveys), tunnelling, surveying, and general reconnaissance of unmapped or poorly mapped territory. H owever, he was not 
accepted for service due to poor vision in one eye. Up until 1942 his work included wide experience in siting positions for boring and control of boring 
operations involving diamond drills, including siting of boreholes for water, and in 1941 he became an Associate (postwar a M ember) of the Institution of 
M ining and M etallurgy (UK), and in February 1943 also a Fellow of the Society of Economic Geologists (USA). 


W hen he was finally accepted for military service in 1942, at the age of 36, he sought employment with boring units of the Royal Engineers. H owever, after 
initial training with N o. 6 Training Battalion RE (at Elgin in Scotland) from 30 October to 21 December 1942, he was attached to the Survey Training Centre 
RE (near Ruabon in north Wales) to attend a field survey course, followed by a course in air survey and cartography, from 22 December 1942 to 28 April 
1943. The Survey Centre's main function was to train officers and men as military surveyors, who would then be able to act as reinforcements for existing 
survey units, and for the formation of new units. H e was then detached to 14 Corps Field Survey (CFS) Company RE from 28 April to 17 July; returned to 
the Survey Training Centre RE from 18 July to 12 October; and detached again, to 523 CFS Company RE, before being posted to ISTD, at Oxford, on 8 
N ovember 1943. J ack's 'O fficer's R ecord of Service’ notes that he was detached briefly to B.A.S. Washington, USA from 19 October to 5 November 1944, and 
to active service in NW Europe with 21 Army Group in France, Belgium and H olland from 24 December 1944 to 19 J anuary 1945. Soon after the Geological 
Section ISTD was formed, J ack became its officer commanding. 


After the war Jack went to Nigeria, where as a consultant, his first client was Amalgamated Tin M ines of Nigeria (ATM N ). There he took part in an aerial 
survey of the] os Plateau, and made the acquaintance of the Western N igerian goldfield. Then he was invited to be the official consultant to the ATM N Group, 
based in Nigeria. He published a preliminary description of the Nigerian lead-zinc field and undertook a mining survey in Cameroon. After being appointed 
Assistant General M anager with ATM N in 1953, hewas promoted to General M anager in 1957. Whilst General M anager, he was appointed a ‘special member’ 
of Nigeria's N orthern H ouse of Assembly (Lagos Times, 4 September 1961) to represent the region's mining interests, and promoted N orthern N igeria as ‘an 
awakening giant’. He served until retirement from Nigeria in September 1964. 


Presentation copies of the farewell speeches that marked his resignation from the H ouse were donated by the family to the Pitt Rivers M useum at O xford in 
2006, as part of the documentation that accompanied donation of two ceremonial fans. Also, with retirement imminent, in the Queen's Birthday H onours of 
1964 he was appointed a Commander of the M ost Excellent Order of the British Empire for his services to the mining industry in N igeria. 


Jack and his wife returned to England, to Tonbridge in Kent, before moving to the Channel Island of | ersey where he continued with some consultancy work 
after retirement, but died there on 20 M arch 1982.

Sir Emil H erbert Peter A beles was born in Vienna, Austria on 25 April 1924. The family, which was] ewish, fled to H ungary when hewasa young boy to escape 
the rise of facism. When the N azis invaded H ungary in 1944 his family fled to Romania but he was taken to a death camp. Fortunately they all survived and 
were re-united after the war but the upsurge in communism post war forced the family to flee and in 1949 Peter, aged 25, arrived in Australia as a refugee. 


In the ensuing years he, along with a fellow H ungarian, established a trucking company called Alltrans. By 1967 the company had expanded to run over 500 
trucks and had merged with TNT (Thomas N ational Transport) and in the following year Peter Abeles was appointed managing director. During the 1970s 
the company expanded world-wide and in 1979, in an alliance with Rupert M urdoch's N ews Limited, they took over Ansett Transport Industries, one of the 
two major airlines in Australia and by the mid-1980s TNT was the second largest transport empire in the world. The NSW Askin government recommended 
him for a knighthood and he was appointed a Knight Bachelor for services in transport, charities and universities (Supplement to London Gazette 1 J anuary 
1972, p2). 


In 1987 Peter Abeles was named Australian of the Year by The Australian newspaper. H e also chaired the Trade Advisory Council and the Australian O pera 
Foundation. On Australia Day 26 J anuary 1991 Emil Herbert Peter Abeles was appointed Companion of the Order of Australia in recognition of services to 
industry to Government and to the community. In the 1990s he retired as managing director of TNT but was appointed to the board of directors. 


Sir Peter Abeles established and chaired the Australian Cancer Research Foundation but ironically he died of cancer in Sydney, NSW on 25 June 1999.

Williams lists this medal as rare with only 7 issued to Australian nurses 
serving with Dunsterforce. In Australians Awarded by Clive] ohnson, p210, 
he states only 8 awarded to Australians and explains the reason for renaming 
and gives some examples of the naming. One of the medals he mentions is 
that to N urse |.E.Pearce. 


Staff Nurse Pearce's medal was forwarded to Army Headquarters at 
M elbourne by the Under Secretary of State for India. The War Office, to 
whom the question of eligibility of an award to her was made, stated that 
she qualified for the British War M edal only, however, after the matter was 
referred to the India Office they stated she was entitled to the India General 
Service M edal. A letter dated September 1980 from the Australian Army 
stated that the above medal was her only entitlement for WW1 service and 
she did not qualify for the British War M edal or the Victory M edal. With 
the lot there is a letter from professional dealers, Downie's of M elbourne, 
dated 20th October 1994 stating that this medal to Staff N urselda Elizabeth 
Pearce has been verified by the Department of Defence as being officially 
re-named.

Prior to returning to Australia, Rev M .G.Hinsby, therector of St Stephen's Church of England, Penrith, 
N SW wasa guest of Canon Byard at the Church of England, Penrith, England where he was entertained 
and shown thesights of the original Penrith.

Albert Burge arrived home from active service to N ewcastle on Friday night

with food and music. He was also a guest at a welcome home banquet at 
the School of Arts at Carrington staged by the Welcome H ome Committee 
on Saturday 29 November 1919. 


In February 1901 Albert Burge, aged 9, along with two other children was 
charged under the provisions of the Industrial Schools Act as they were 
members of a gang of juvenile housebreakers and accordingly they were 
ordered to be placed on board the nautical training ship Sobraon. As an 
adult, Albert Burge was charged and pleaded guilty to riotous behaviour in 
H unter Street, N ewcastleon 8 N ovember 1920 for damaging a pane of glass 
and was fined one pound with two pounds damages. T hen again he was tried 
for an event the day before when hehad been spoken to about his behaviour 
in the Federal H otel and struck the man who subsequently forcibly removed 
Burge from the hotel. On this occasion he was acquitted.

O nceagain Burge was in trouble during the Christmas period in 1920 when 
he was tried at N ewcastle Court on 20 December for behaving in a riotous 
manner in M aitland Road, Tighe's Hill. It seems that a large braw! erupted 
outside the Federal H otel between returned soldiers. Several people were 
charged and found guilty. Albert Burge pleaded not guilty and claimed a man 
named David J ones called him a 'nigger' (on Burge's enlistment documents 
he is recorded as having dark complexion, dark eyes and dark hair) and 
slapped him on the face. This was corroborated by a witness to the event. 
D avid J ones claimed that Burge came up to him and asked him if he wanted 
to fight and then struck him. Burge was fined ten shillings or alternatively 
3 days imprisonment.

Citation: On thenight of April 22-April 23, the Derwent River and its tributary, the Styx River, overflowed their banks simultaneously causing a record flood 
of unprecedented rapidity, and bridges, roads, buildings and houses were swept away. 


Because of darkness, the violent current, estimated at 15 knots, and floating debris, which included logs, timber and buildings, obstructions such as tree tops 
and articles floating under water, dead stock, entangled masses of hop poles and wires, and live high tension cables, the acts of rescue were carried out under 
extremely hazardous conditions. 


Constable Hilton Frank Alomes, who was the police officer at Bushy Park, first warned residents of the district of the possibility of flood, and during its event 
set forth at 2 a.m. on April 23 in a small boat to give assistance in answer to cries of distress. 


After being swept away by the current Constable Alomes, with a companion, succeeded in checking his craft, and at daybreak worked his boat back to the 
scene of greater danger to effect a hazardous rescue. Without regard to the wet and cold he directed and took part in other rescue operations. Constable Alomes 
then applied himself without thought of rest to the relief of distress, and by his leadership and example made a major contribution to the establishment of 
good order throughout the whole district. 


The George M edal presentation was made by Lord Rowallan, His Excellency the Governor of Tasmania on 23 June 1961 at Government H ouse, H obart, 
Tasmania

Hilton Frank Alomes served two years with Royal Australian N avy before joining the Tasmania Police Force on 12Aug1955; passed Senior Constable exam 
17N 0v1963; promoted to Senior Constable 23D ec1965; Authority dated 15] un1966 granted to 'Demand Admittance to Licensed H ouses'; passed Sergeant's 
exam 15Sep1966; transferred to Sergeant of the Watch at H obart Dec1970; passed Inspector examination 09Sep1971; transferred to N ew Norfolk 24N 0v1971 
and rank of Senior Sergeant; promoted to rank of Inspector 14M ar1974; transferred to St M arys 24) un1974; transferred to H obart (No 1 Division) 26N ov1975; 
appointed J ustice of the Peace 110 ct1978; head of H obart police division for 6 years before he retired 120 ct1983 and was former officer-in-charge of crime 
prevention in the state (appointed 05Aug1966) and during this time he wrote a regular newspaper column titled, 'Police Beat'; died 31Dec1986, suddenly, in 
M elbourne at age 61 and buried at Copping Cemetery, Copping, Tasmania after a service at All Saints' Anglican Church, South H obart.

Bravery M edal: granted 19/5/1999 to Anthony Shane Day in recognition of an act of bravery in hazardous circumstances. 
Citation: On the morning of 7 July 1996, Mr Day rescued two children from a burning building at Davoren Park. 


M r Day, on hearing screams, was alerted to a firein the house across the road. On running to assist, he saw a woman lying down in the front yard and heard 
her sceaming that her three children were still inside. Mr Day then heard screams coming from within the house. He immediately entered the house through 
the front door. Thick snoke made breathing difficult, forcing M r Day to crawl on his hands and knees. M r Day crawled into the loungeroom that was located 
at the front of the house. Mr Day called out to the children in an attempt to locate them as the smoke had reduced visibility considerably. He found a small 
girl in the corner of the room. Mr Day picked her up and ran with the child out through the front entrance. Mr Day handed the child to the mother and 
immediately re-entered the house, crawling again on his hands and knees until he located a small boy under the window in the loungeroom. M r day picked 
up the boy and ran outside. M r Day, believing the third child was still trapped in another part of the house, ran around to the back of the house to attempt a 
re-entry but, on arrival, saw the third child being brought safely outside. 


By his actions, Mr Day displayed considerable bravery. 
M edal presented to M r Day by His Excellency the Governor of South Australia on 8 September 1999 at Government H ouse, Adelaide, South Australia. 
RHS (UK) Stanhope Gold M edal - awarded in 1997. 


The Royal H umane Society of Australasia awarded Anthony Shane Day, chef, aged 17 years, of Andrews Farm, SA the Clarke Silver M edal (award no 10337) 
in 1997 for his brave actions and also advised him that the details of the rescue would be forwarded to London for consideration for the Stanhope Gold 
M edal, a Royal Humane Society (UK) award, open for competition amongst all Commonwealth Societies since 1962.

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Summary: Day heard a woman screaming from across the road and saw 
that her house was on fire. He ran to the woman, who was crying out for 
her three children still in the house. He could hear the children screaming 
from within the house. 


With thick black smoke billowing through the front door, Day ran into the 
house where he was forced to his hands and Knees by the suffocating smoke, 
and began crawling around the lounge room yelling for the children as he 
went. He eventually found Soraya huddled in a corner, picked her up, ran 
out through the front door and put her on the lawn near her mother. He 
immediately re-entered the burning house and, again crawling on the floor, 
found Joshua under the loungeroom window and carried him to safety. 
Fearing that the third child was still in the house, he then ran to the back of 
the house and saw two other men rescuing her. All were taken to hospital 
and treated for smoke inhalation, burns, cuts and bruises. The house was 
destroyed by fire. 


Day also awarded the Clarke M edal in Silver of the RHSA, although this 
was purely a symbolic award and not actually presented. 


Subsequently his nomination for the Stanhope Gold M edal was selected and 
he was presented with that medal rather than the Clarke M edal since the 
Stanhope award is the senior of the two. 


The Stanhope Gold M edal was presented to Anthony Shane Day by His 
Excellency the H onourable Sir William Deane, AC, KBE, Governor-General 
of Australia on 14 September 1998 at Adelaide Town Hall, Adelaide, South 
Australia. 


At that time, only one other South Australian (Trevor Allen Viney in 1989) 
had been a recipient of the Stanhope Gold M edal. In the words of the South 
Australian Police Commissioner, Mr M al Hyde, M r Day was the 'bravest of 
the brave’. And therescued children's mother, M rs Anja Spencer said, 'l was 
in the bedroom and woke to the smell of smoke. | smashed the loungeroom 
window and screamed for help. | remember seeing Anthony (Mr Day) 
running across the street buttoning his shirt. Anthony risked his life for my 
kids and | think he's just great.’

the ship including Lieutenant Orchard (Geelong footballer) 
and other officers, some of who would later become KIA, 
commanding officers or highly decorated. 2) General photos 
during the voyage such as ‘looking for submarines’, ‘boxing 
heavyweight championship’ and general drill. 3) Several 
photos of a visit by General M onash with M ajor Story 
(later the CO of 37Bn who was controversially dismissed 
as a result of the unit's mutiny), also Brigadier M cN icol 
DSO and others. 4) Hospital photos including nurses and 
wounded with names. 5) Two signed portrait photos of AFC 
pilots, oneof which is Will Dixon, brother to Ernest. Various 
aeroplane photos and a group photo of the AFC pilots in 
1918, most likely related to Will Dixon. 6) Numerous photos 
related to Captain Ernest Dixon DSO and twice mentioned 
in despatches. The photographic record begins in Perth and 
February 1915 including naval officers, HM AT Kyarra (twice 
torpedoed but not the ship he sailed on), then in the M iddle 
East with various officers and men (named), horses (named), 
Light Horse Warrant Officers, signallers, 8LHR Sergeant, 
soldiers doing gas mask training, despatch riders, and Turkish 
officers surrendering but too many to name. These photos 
cover the early stages of Ernest Dixon's service when he 
was part of 3LH Brigade Train AASC hence his association 
with so many different units whilst working outof HQs.He 
was appointed RSM of 10LHR and later transferred with a 
commission to the Camel Corp (15LH). This was when he 
was awarded a DSO for gallantry defending the post that 
would later be known as 'Dixon's Post' for his command 
of the position when the Turks made a last ditch effort to 
re-take Beersheba. The two albums are in poor condition 
but the collection of well documented photos which are 
in fine - very fine condition represent a researcher's dream 
and no doubt will end up featured in future publications or 
articles.

R.Correll was the proprietor of Correll's Music Store at 140 Rundle 
Street, Adelaide. This bugle was presented by M rs Webb on behalf of M iss 
Julia Stuckey to Sergeant M cDonald acting as representative of the 8th 
Reinforcements to the 9th Light Horse at a special function held by the 
Cheer-Up Society at the Arcadia Caf on Saturday 17 July 1915 attended 
by 450-500 men including some N ew Zealanders and nurses were also in 
attendance. The N ew Zealanders were given a 'coo-ee’ welcome and later 
they responded with a M aori war cry. 


M iss Julia Stuckey of Unley Park was a very prominent member of the 
Cheer-Up Society helping to raise funds for many important projects to 
assist Australian troops. Sergeant M cDonald referred to above is probably 
1131 Sergeant J ohn Frederick M cDonald, 9LHR, a quarryman who enlisted 
on 18 January 1915 with 12 years previous military service in England 
and the Boer War with 1st S.R. He embarked on 26 August 1915 with 8th 
Reinforcements for the 9LH R. H edied of Typhuson 21 April 1918 in Egypt 
and was buried at Kantara War M emorial Cemetery, Egypt, by RC Chaplain 
George A.C.Carlisle on the same day.

HM AS Perth was commissioned on 23 June 1939. In early August, while 
en route to Australia, Perth was used to represent her nation at the 1939 
N ew York World's Fair and while berthed in N ew York City, there was a 
minor mutiny aboard. This was instigated when sailors ashore for leave 
were ordered to return to the ship and change from white uniforms to blue 
uniforms. This was the 'straw that broke the camel's back' as the overall 
treatment of the sailors by the officers had been an issue since the cruiser 
was taken over by the RAN. More than 60 sailors gathered on the ship's 
foredeck, where they were confronted by officers with sidearms and were 
ordered below decks, but they refused. The ship's commanding officer, 
Captain H arold Farncomb, next approached the sailors and informed them 
that if they did not follow orders to disperse, he would treat their actions asa 
mutiny. The standoff could be seen from the wharfside, and a heavily armed 
force from the N ew York City Police Department was dispatched, but did 
not intervene. Farncomb successfully defused the situation by making the 
offer that any sailor wanting to wear blue uniform all day ashore could do 
so after asking permission; an offer taken up by almost every sailor taking 
shore leave. On 1 M arch 1942 Perth was sunk at the Battle of Sunda Strait 
for the loss of 353 men with all but four of the rest captured and 106 of 
these dying in captivity.

M erchant scrip was private currency issued by merchants because of the 
remoteness of the company's operations and the lack of banking facilities. 
The scrip was redeemable by the lumber workers at the company's stores 
and sometimes at other trading stores. 


Alfred Dickie of Upper Stewiacke, N ova Scotia was a prominent figurein the 
lumber and timber milling business when he formed the Grand River Pulp 
& Lumber Co Limited. The new company, of which he was president, cut 
pulpwood in Labrador and held large tracts of timber limits around H amilton 
Inlet. These large holdings at Labrador created an ownership dispute between 
Quebec and Newfoundland with Quebec officials stamping the Dickie 
companies pulpwood as crown wood that belonged to their province. The 
dispute finally went to the British Privy Council in 1904 and belatedly in 
1927 it ruled in N ewfoundland's favour although Q uebec appealed and this 
was not cancelled until 1971. 


Dickie's businesses were seriously affected by weather conditions as well as 
natural disasters and he suffered severe financial downturns. H e continued 
his involvement in the timber industry but was also prominent in public 
affairs and in politics. He died a wealthy man in 1929.

On 21 September 1982 several men hid themselves in wooden boxes in the 
same aircraft and in thesame hold as consignments of Australian notes, with 
the intention of stealing the money during the flight. 


An employee of TAA noticed the movement of a person inside a box on 
board an aircraft which has just landed at Rockhampton, Queensland, and 
alerted others. He then chased and apprehended the man. 


Other TAA employees realised that this may not have been an isolated 
incident and their prompt actions led to accomplices being arrested in 
Townsville, Mt Isa and Brisbane. 


On 21 October 1983, the Governor of the Reserve Bank of Australia, Mr 
R.A.Johnston presented awards to ten TAA employees. The main cash 
award was made to the employee from Rockhampton. Each man received 
a set of Orrefors glassware and a personally inscribed volume of specimen 
Australian notes. The volumes were a modified version of those which 
contained Type! specimen notes in 1966. The books presented to the TAA 
employees contained one specimen note of each denomination $1.00 to 
$50.00 bearing the signature combination of J ohnston/Stone, with Type 3 
specimen overprinting. 


All the notes from $1.00 to $50.00 have OCR-B serial numbering. This 
is of particular significance because the OCR-B serial numbering was not 
used on circulated $1.00 notes at all, or on $50.00 notes of that signature 
combination.

Nero Claudius Drusus, also known as Drusus Senior, was the younger 
brother of the emperor Tiberius. Born in 38 B.C., he was brought up in the 
household of Augustus and later married Antonia, the daughter of M ark 
Antony and Augustus’ sister O ctavia. The couple had two sons, Germanicus 
and the future emperor Claudius. Drusus wasa brilliant general, and in 12 BC 
Augustus entrusted him with the overall command of the projected conquest 
of Germany. Unfortunately, tragedy struck in 9 BC when the twenty-nine- 
year-old general expired in summer encampment following a fall from his 
horse. H e was succeeded in the German command by his brother Tiberius. 
No coinage was issued in the name of Nero Claudius Drusus until half a 
century after his death. On the accession to the throne of his younger son 
Claudius, a commemorative coinage was instituted by the new emperor 
honouring both his father and his mother, the latter only recently deceased 
at the age of seventy-three. T hese were struck in gold, silver, and orichalcum, 
and the precious metal denominations of Drusus celebrate his victories in 
Germany (DE GERMANIS). This aureus type shows an arrangement of 
arms together with a legionary vexillum.

Situated on the southern coast of Sicily, Gela was founded in 688 BC by 
Cretans and Rhodians. It rose to become the most influential state on the 
island. In 485 its ruler Gelon seized Syracuse and transferred his capital 
there, taking with him many of the leading citizens. His brother Hieron, 
later tyrant of Syracuse, was left in charge of Gela. Tetradrachm issues at 
Gela probably began circa 480 BC, shortly thereafter becoming the principal 
denomination of the Geloan coinage, and remaining so down to the time of 
the destruction of thecity by Carthaginian invadersin 405 BC. Theultimate 
design of the tetradrachms displayed a racing chariot, borrowed from the 
Syracusan coinage, and theforepart of a man-headed bull. The rather brutal 
half-length figure of the man-headed bull swimming right is based on the 
‘father of all rivers', Achelous, and is clearly identified by the ethnic Gelas 
as the personification of the river Gelas rushing to its mouth, where the 
city Gela stood. It was defined by Virgil (Aen. 3, 702) as ‘immanisque Gela 
fluvii cognomina dicta.’

Polybios records of Gelon that he 'made it his highest object in life to obey 
his father and not to consider wealth or royal power or anything else as 
more valuable than affection and loyalty to his parents’. His father Hieron 
certainly saw fit to associate him with his government, as evidenced by the 
coinage in his name, and appears even to have bestowed the title of king 
upon him. H emarried a daughter of Pyrrhos, and had a daughter as well as 
a son - the future king H ieronymos. 


Yet in contrast to Polybios' account, Livy asserts that following the Roman 
defeat at Cannae, Gelon contravened his father's wishes by attempting 
to subvert the Syracusan alliance with Rome. He also notes that Gelon's 
conveniently timed death cast suspicion even on his father Hieron. Livy's 
remarks should however be taken with a generous pinch of salt.

The Derrones were a Thraco-M acedonian tribe that lived in the mountain 
Pangei (Pernar), on the river Strymon in M acedon. Types exist with the ox 
cart going to left and 


others to the right. Recent hoards and other earlier finds suggest less than 
100 of theselarge silver coins survive today. Thecontext and meaning of the 
types of the Derrones' dodekadrachms are still being debated. Little is 


known of this tribe other than what can be gleaned from their surviving 
coinage. H oard find-spots suggest that they inhabited inland Paeonia, and 
the absence of their coins from the Asyut hoard suggests that the coinage 
postdates the burial of that hoard. The obverse type depicts a male figure 
who is most likely thetribal king and hereditary high priest while the helmet 
suggests a military reference.

A rare bill of exchange written and signed by Lachlan M acQuarie of Ulva, a small island off the coast of the island of M ull in the Inner H ebrides, a chain 
of islands off the west coast of Scotland. H eis the father of Lachlan M acquarie (note that his son records his name in the Anglicised spelling as M acquarie, 
also a Gaelic version of the name is M acGuaire ), governor of N ew South Wales (1 January 1810 - 30 November 1821). Lachlan M acQuarie (1715-c1775), 
a carpenter by trade, was a cousin of the sixteenth and last clan chief of the M acQ uaries of Ulva and his wife, (Governor Lachlan M acquarie’s mother), was 
the only sister of M urdoch M aclaine, 19th Laird of Lochbuy, M ull. 


Recently the Scottish government stopped the sale of the island of Ulva. It only has five residents and is barren and windswept but locals from the island of 
M ull have been given a grant to buy and redevelop it for tourism while maintaining its historic links to M ajor General Lachlan M acquarie, Governor of N ew 
South Wales, who in 1817 became the first person to use the name ‘Australia’ in an official document. 


M acquarie was born at Ormaig on Ulva on 31 J anuary 1762 but his family moved to a small farm at Oskamull on thelsle of M ull in 1772. His father, Lachlan 
senior, died in c1775 when he was fourteen and young Lachlan then volunteered for army service and went on to forge a distinguished career in the British 
army. His first wife, Jane Jarvis daughter of the Chief J ustice of Antigua, died of tuberculosis in 1796. In November 1807 he married his cousin, Elizabeth 
Campbell and bought a property at M ull and while he was away she started renovating it as they intended to live there after he retired in 1821. They did so 
in 1824 for a short time but unfortunately while on business in London in that same year he was taken sick and died. He and his wife and their two children, 
Jane and Lachlan, are buried in a mausoleum on M ull at a site maintained by the N ational Trust of Australia and at this site he is described as 'T he Father of 
Australia’. There are also many areas, streets, buildings and other sites particularly in Australia bearing the M acquarie name in his honour. 


Lachlan M acQuarie senior, the father of 'The Father of Australia’, is buried on Ulva at the cemetery at Kilvickewen.

TheVan Diemen's Land Company isa farming corporation in the Australian 
state of Tasmania which was founded in 1825 in England. The company 
entered into agricultural and pastoral pursuits on land they rented from 
the government. They established their headquarters at Circular H ead and 
agricultural settlements at Woolnorth, Emu Bay, Hampshire Hills, Surrey 
Hills and also Circular H ead.

G & R Sutherland operated a trading store. The partnership between George 
& Robert Sutherland was dissolved by mutual consent on 31 M ay 1837 
and thereafter the store operated under the name of George Sutherland but 
Robert Sutherland was authorised to collect all debts due to the firm and to 
settle all accounts against them.

H arriet Brett, nee Harriet Baker Harris, married De Renzie J ames Brett at 
Limerick, County of Limerick, Ireland on 3 July 1845. De Renzie had been 
born at Wexford, County Wexford, Ireland in 1809. He became an ensign 
in the 31st M adras Light Infantry in 1825 and wason active servicein India 
until 1853 when he commanded the 35th M adras N ative Infantry in the 
second Anglo-Burmese War. During the Crimean War he was seconded by 
the War Office to the service of the Sultan of Turkey. H e was subsequently 
created Leva Pasha with rank of M ajor General and madea Knight of the 
Order of M edjidjie. He returned to service in India and was present at the 
Relief of Delhi and Lucknow. He retired as a Colonel in 1863 and with his 
wife Harriet Brett and two sons and two daughters, one son remained in 
England, emigrated to N ew Zealand arriving at Lyttelton on the Greyhound 
on 9 M ay 1865. He went on to become a very prominent farmer and a 
pioneer figure in the history of Canterbury. He died at Christchurch on 16
